NEW YORK (AP) — President 
Nixon asked the television networks 
for tune to address the American 
public at 9 p.m. EDT, the networks 
said today. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon sum m oned Vice P resident 
Gerald R. Ford to the White House 


today to inform him he has decided to 
resign from the nation’s highest office, 
a presidential aide said today. 
The aide refused to be identified, but 
he is in a position near the Oval Office. 
His terse response — “ Yes” — to a 
newsman came amid other strong 
indications that the Republican chief 
executive’s 2,026-day presidency was 
plunging toward an end. 
Official White House spokesmen 
continued to refuse to divulge Nixon’s 
plans. But other sources said it ap­ 
peared likely Nixon would disclose his

Gilligan's Purchase 
O f First Ticket 
To Open Lottery 


CliCVELAND, Ohio (A P )- Ohio 
takes a gamble Friday when Gov. John 
J. Gilligan buys the first ticket, in­ 
augurating the state lottery. 
Opening day was moved up from 
Monday after reports surfaced that 
som e southern Ohio 
banks had 
releasee tickets to sales agents and 
that some residents may have beaten 
the governor to the purchase, a lottery 
spokesman said. 
“Ticket agents may pick up their 
tickets from their designated banks on 
the morning of Aug. 9 and begin sales 
immediately,” said litte ry Executive 
Director John Kirkland. 
A lottery 
spokesman said most 
banks already have the tickets. 
The tickets will be available at 50 
cents apiece at grocery stores, sendee 
stations, chain departm ent stores, 
restaurants, bars and grills, news 
stands and many other locations, the 
spokesman said. 
The first drawing is scheduled for 
Parm a on Aug. 22. Drawings will be 
held Thursdays, moving from city to 
city. Ticket sales for each drawing will 
begin the Tuesday before. 
A single three-digit number and then 
a double three-digit number will be 
drawn. If the single three-digit number 
matches any of the five three-digit 
numbers on your ticket, you win $20 
and become eligible for the millionaire 


draw mg every six to eight weeks. You 
get your $20 from the agent who sold 
you the ticket. 
If one of the double numbers appears 
in a blue box and the other in a green 
box, you win $500. 


It both numbers appear in blue 
boxes, you win $1,000. 
If both numbers of the double appear 
in green boxes, you are entered in the 
Buckeye JOO with $15,000 guaranteed 
and a chance to win $.10,000, $60,000 or 
$300,000. 


D ouble-num ber 
w inners 
m ust 
present tickets at regional lottery 
offices here and in Canton, Cincinnati, 
Colum bus, D ayton, M arietta and 
Toledo. 
Buckeye 300 qualifiers must have 
tickets validated 
by calling 
state 
lottery headquarters in Cleveland. 
Every week, millionaire candidates 
will be selected randomly from the 
pool of $20 winners. Dates of the 
millionaire drawings will depend on 
how fast tickets sell. 
At a news conference, Kirkland said 
ticket sales agents would be foolish to 
sell on credit. He said agents still have 
to pay for their tickets in cash and that 
cred it card organizations usually 
charge a commission that would wipe 
out an agent’s five per cent commis­ 
sion on sales. 
Geneva Conference 
Eyes Cyprus Peace

One knowledgeable White House 
official stopped just short of saying a 
final presidential decision had been 
made. “I’m 99 and 9-10 per cent cer­ 
tain, but who really knows?” this of­ 
ficial said. 
Shortly after F o rd ’s office an­

scheduled 12-day political trip to the 
Far West, correspondents were called 
into the White House briefing room by 
Deputy Press Secretary Gerald R. 
Warren. 
Warren then announced that Nixon 
had “asked the vice president to come 
over for a private meeting.” 
A few minutes later, the meeting had 
begun. The two leaders were alone in 
the splendid solitude of the Oval Office. 
Ford was to attend a Republican 
telethon scheduled for broadcast to 
West Coast states from I ais Angeles 
tonight. 
That affair was put off 
because

fast-changing 
situation in Washington” according to 
a

official. 
And 
the 
Ford 
spokesman said “ That was the reason 
for our going today and that’s the 
reason the trip’s been postponed.” 


A White House spokesman also 
confirmed that Nixon met until nearly 
midnight Wednesday w ith Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, the man to 
whom 
Nixon 
would 
deliver 
a 
resignation if one is forthcoming. 
Asked about the purpose of the 
Kissinger meeting in the White House 
living 
q u a rte rs, 
Deputy 
P ress 
Secretary Gerald I,. Warren said, “ I 
have no way of knowing.” 
Kissinger returned to the White 
House today but reporters w ere told he 
had not met with Nixon. And Kissinger 
told one newsman he had not received 
a 
letter of 
resignation from the 
President, 
but 
declined fu rth er 
questions. 
There was little change in the mood 
of anticipation throughout the capital. 
Rumors continued unabated that 
Nixon already had decided to end his 
long political career. 
One official close to the Oval Office 
when asked about the timing of a 
presidential decision, said. 
“ I wouldn’t go on vacation today if I 
were you.” 
Other sources said Raymond K. 
Price, Nixon’s top speechwriter, had 


t>een assigned the task of drafting an 
“appropriate speech.” 
But they said they didn’t know when 
or if the speech would be delivered. 
On Capitol Hill, assistant Senate 
Republican leader Robert P. Griffin of 
Michigan, who has urged Nixon to 
resign, said he hoped there would be a 
decision by Friday. 
“ I hope so and I think so,” Griffin 
told newsmen. 
Sources said presidential speech- 
writers were instructed four days ago 
to prepare m aterial for a possible 
resignation statement. 
The New York Daily News, mean­ 
while, said today Nixon would deliver 
a resignation speech over national 
television by Friday, barring a last 
minute change in plans. The paper 
quoted an unnamed White House aide 
and said Nixon’s decision came after 
Republican congressional leaders 
turned against him on the impeach­ 
ment issue, and after he received 
recom m endations to resign from 
trusted advisers. 
The News also said his wife, Pat, and 
daughters Julie Eisenhower and Tricia 
Cox “argued vehemently” against 


resignation. 
Nixon himself has been publicly 
silent on the rapid erosion of his 
position since he adm itted on Monday 
that he tried two years ago to thw art 
an FBI W atergate probe and then 
withheld that information from Con­ 
gress and his own lawyer. 
But he summoned three Republican 
congressional leaders to the White 
House Wednesday and was told his 
situation on Capitol Hill “ is very 
gloomy ... very distressing.” 
—Sen. Edward Brooke, R-Mass., 
was reported to be ready to introduce a 
resolution intended to grant Nixon 
immunity from 
prosecution 
if he 
resigns. And the Chicago Tribune said 
a former White House aide was 
discussing immunity for Nixon with 
key members of Congress. 
—Atty. Gen. 
William B. Saxbe, 
saying he is reluctant to discuss im­ 
peachment publicly, said it is up to 
Nixon alone to decide whether to 
resign.

Transition Would Be Sudden, Simple 


WASHINGTON (AP) - If President 
Nixon should resign or be removed 
from office by 
impeachment, the 
transition to a new administration 
would be sudden and complete with a 
minimum of ceremony. 


The new president would take office 
as quickly as in the past when a 
president has died. But the fact that 
the outgoing president is alive and well 
complicates the m atter a bit. 


When 
one 
president 
succeeds 
another after an election, the tradition 
is that the mantle of office changes 
hands when the new man takes the 
oath. Despite the complications, that 
probably would be the case in the event 
of resignation or impeachment. 


Should 
Nixon 
become the 
first 
president in the history of the office to 
resign, it is likely that the change of 
command from President Richard M. 
Nixon to President Gerald R. Ford 
would be accomplished before most 
Americans even knew about it. 


All that would be required for Nixon 
to quit the office would be for him to 
transm it a document of resignation to 
the secretary of state. 


But in the interest of national 
security in the nuclear age, Nixon 
almost certainly would have Ford on 
hand to take the oath of office as his 
successor inunediately. 
In the case of a president being 
forced from office by impeachment, 
the procedure would be a little more 
cum bersom e but alm ost as im ­ 
mediate. 
The only constitutional requirement 
for removing a president from his 
office is a two-thirds vote of guilty to 
any 
one article 
of impeachment. 
Technically, then, Nixon would cease 
to be president as soon as a losing vote 
was announced. 
However, for such a momentous 
occasion, some ceremony is required. 
The Senate rules under which the trial 
would be conducted state that upon 
conviction “the Senate shall proceed to 
pronounce judgm ent.” 
Presum ably, the chief justice as 
presiding officer at the trial would 
m ake the announcement. Then deposit 
of a certified copy of the judgment w ith 
the secretary of state completes the 
process. 
Ford, no doubt, would be close at 
hand to take the oath. However, 
scholars disagree 
as to the em- 
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barraging gap that would exist be­ 
tween 
the 
fa ta l 
vote, 
N ixon’s 
notification and the filing at the State 
Department. 
The 
C onstitution 
requires 
a 
president to take the oath “before he 
enters on the execution of his office.” 
But as a practical m atter he must 
become presid en t the instant a 
vacancy exists. 
What would 
happen 
if the 
in­ 


cumbent, though convicted 
at an 
impeachment trial, insisted on holding 
on until he was formally notified and 
his successor sworn in, is anybody’s 
guess. 
W hatever 
the 
status 
of 
the 
presidency, the office of vice president 
would be vacant the moment Ford 
ascended to the top job. But under the 
new 25th Amendment Ford could name 
a new vice president and presidential 


successor subject to ratification by 
Congress. 
Many officials of the Nixon ad­ 
ministration, such as Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, would likely 
stay on in a new Ford administration, 
for a while at least. 
Meanwhile, the ousted president 
could be indicted, tried and punished 
for any criminal acts he might have 
committed in office. 
Resignation Rumors Hard To Track 


Morris, a British correspondent of the

In New York, the Greek mission to 
the 
United 
Nations declared that 
Cyprus must be demilitarized in order 
to preserve its independence. The U.N. 
mission of the new civilian Greek 
goverment said Turkish withdrawal 
would be the “ first urgent step” 
toward peace. 
'Hie mission said that when that is 
done, Greece would recall all its of­ 
ficers and other military personnel 
from the island. 
Greek officers on Cyprus led the 
coup last month that ousted President 
Makarios. 
The Greek U.N. mission added that 
Athens did not intend to negotiate at 
Geneva until Cyprus was made a party 
to the talks.

reports that the President would quit 
was like being in a cave full of echoes. 
Everybody had heard som ething. 
Nobody was sure where it was coming 
from. 
It was a hunt for one of the biggest 
news stories of the century. Here is 
how it was Wednesday for reporters 
who didn’t find it. 
Two newspapers, in Phoenix and 
Providence, said Nixon had decided to 
resign. White 
House spokesm en 
wouldn’t give a straight answer. The 
game was afoot. 
Reporters sought out Vice President 
Gerald R. Ford, who would be sworn in 
the moment the President stepped 
down. No clues there. Ford went ahead 
Nixon Faces 
Possible 
Prosecution 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon 
faces 
possible 
crim inal 
prosecution should he resign or be 
removed from office, but several 
escape routes m ay be open to him. 
Congress or special W atergate 
prosecutor I>eon Jaworski could take 
steps to save Nixon from a criminal 
trial. So could Vice President Gerald 
R. Ford if he succeeds to the presiden­ 
cy. 
Some legal experts believe Nixon 
could even pardon himself of all 
crimes before leaving office, but that 
is viewed as only a remote possibility. 
Most constitutional scholars concede 
that a president cannot be indicted 
while in office, although it is not an 
undisputed legal principle. 
The W atergate grand jury ducked 
the issue when it chose to name Nixon 
as an unindicted co-conspirator in the 
Watergate cover-up. 
Nixon 
was 
accused 
as 
a 
co­ 
conspirator in the plot to block the 
original W atergate investigation and 
conceal the W’hite House involvement 
in the break-in at Democratic national 
headquarters June 17, 1972. 
Monday, he adm itted ordering the 
investigation h alted for political 
reasons and concealing the 
in­ 
formation from his lawyers and the 
House Judiciary Committee. 
Some m em bers of Congress say 
Nixon, in effect, confessed to ob­ 
structing justice, a crime carrying a 
maximum penalty of five years in 
prison and a $5,000 fine. Multiple 
counts and related charges would 
increase the potential penalties. 
If Nixon 
resigns, 
he would 
be 
vulnerable to an indictment. 
If he were convicted in an im­ 
peachment trial, he would be removed 
from office and similarly vulnerable 
because the Constitution states that 
“the party convicted shall never­ 
theless be liable and subject to in­ 
dictment, trial, judgment and punish­ 
ment according to law.” 
To avoid that fate, Nixon could a t­ 
tempt to strike a deal with Jaworski. 
'The President could offer to resign in 
exchange for the prosecutor’s promise 
not to bring crim inal charges But the 
deal would not necessarily bind a 
grand jury 


with plans to appear at a routine 
ceremony Thursday morning. 
One White House aide reported that 
Nixon would resign, but wasn’t sure 
when. Nothing first-hand. 
A Democratic member of the House 
Judiciary Committee, Charles Rangel 
of New York, said he had been told by 
one of Nixon’s Republican defenders 
on the committee that a resignation 
might come soon. “He said, 
Don’t 
write your impeachment speech, you 
won’t get a chance to use it,” ’ Rangel 
said. “ I tried to pump him, but he 
wouldn’t say anything.” Intriguing, 
but what did it mean? 
There was a rumor that Edward 
Cox, the President’s son-in-law, had 
been summoned to Washington from 


New York. The rumor proved to be 
true. Then it was reported that the 
President had met with his family at 
the White House. But what did he tell 
them? 
A call to yet another Republican 
congressman brought this response: 
“ I’ve been listening to the radio all 
afternoon. Nobody will tell m e 
anything either.” 
Another Democratic congressman, 
who asked not to be named, said a 
senior Republican colleague had told 
him Nixon would quit Friday. But 
there was no indication where the in­ 
formation originated. 
V arious television news rep o rts 
quoted various sources as indicating 
Nixon would resign. 
President's Photographer 
Describes Family M eeting

“ It 
was 
pathetic. I had tears in my eyes.” 
The President of the United States, 
in shirt sleeves, was greeting his 
family — his wife, two daughters and 
their husbands — in an upstairs room 
at the White House Wednesday night. 
The witness: Oliver “Ollie” Atkins, 
personal 
photographer to Richard 
Nixon in good times and bad since 1968. 
Nixon, seemingly poised on the brink 
of becom ing the first Am erican 
president to resign the office, was 
gathering his family for a private 
dinner after hearing gloomy tidings 
from Senate and House Republican 
leaders and party elder Barry Cold­ 
water. 
Atkins was there, as on many oc­ 
casions in the past — in Peking and 
Moscow and at inaugural balls — to 
record a moment in history. 
Just a few minutes earlier he had 
photographed 
the 
beleaguered 
President walking in the White House 
Bose Garden with daughter Tricia 
Cox. 
The White House press office 
reported Nixon and Mrs. Cox just 
happened to meet as the President was 
walking home to dinner and that 
Atkins just happened to walk by with a 
loaded cam era as father and daughter 
decided to take an evening stroll. 
In the past this explanation would, 
more than likely, have been the 
prelude to another public relation 
move — a distribution to the news 
media of official White House photos. 
In fact, two White House officials in­ 
dicated that was the plan Wednesday 
night. 
No m atter. It was an evening to be 
recorded on film. 
Just two days earlier, the President 
had made public a transcript of a 1972 
conversation with H. R. Haldeman 
that was judged damning by many of 
Nixon’s 
bedrock 
supporters 
in 
Congress. In addition to talking about 
using the CIA to thwart the FBI’s 
Watergate investigation, Nixon and 
Haldeman discussed the campaign 
value of behind-the-scenes pictures by 
Oliver Atkins. 
” ... what good does an Ollie picture 
do’’" asked Nixon. 
“Doesn’t do any good,” 
replied 
Haldeman. 
Perhaps that is why a White House 


spokesman said late Wednesday the 
latest Atkins’ photos would not be 
made public. More likely this time the 
film was too private, too poignant. 
“ It was pathetic. I had tears in my 
eyes,” Atkins said. 
Sirica Gets 
Remaining 
Nixon Tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The last of 
the White House tapes ordered turned 
over by the Supreme Court, save for IO 
that apparently don’t exist, are in the 
hands of U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica. 


In turning over the subpoenaed tapes 
on Wednesday, White House attorney 
Jam es D. St. Clair said at least IO of 
the 64 taped conversations sought by 
the special W atergate prosecutor do 
not exist because they took place over 
a telephone which had no recording 
device. 


St. Clair appeared in court Wed­ 
nesday to account for the final 31 tapes 
sought by the prosecutor for use in the 
W atergate cover-up trial scheduled for 
Sept. 9. 
Among the missing tapes are three 
phone calls between President Nixon 
and former aides H. R. Haldeman or 
John D. Ehrlichman. 
Those conversations 
were 
taped 
April 16, 18 and 19, 1973, nearly two 
weeks before the two aides resigned. 
.Another subpoenaed tape St. Clair 
told Sirica does not exist was of a 
phone call between Nixon and another 
ex-assistant, Charles W. Colson. That 
took place June 20, 1972, three days 
after the W atergate break-in. 
In explaining 
why 
the 
IO con­ 
versations were never recorded, St. 
Clair said most took place from 
Nixon’s bedroom telephone which had 
no recording device. 
Meanwhile, Sirica has ordered five 
of the original taped conversations 
turned over to the prosecutors for their 
use in developing evidence against the 
six defendants. Among the six are 
Ehrlichm an, Haldeman and tonner 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell.

The noon Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials was down 5.95 at 791.61, 
although advances continued to lead 
declines by about 7-4 on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 
Brokers said the rally of the past 
three days was chilled by the govern­ 
ment's report that wholesale prices 
soared at a 44.4 per cent annual rate in 
July. One analyst speculated that that 
news would have sent the market into 
a sharp decline if many investors 
hadn't been preoccupied by unfolding 
developments in Washington. 
Barber Oil was the most active 
NYSE issue, unchanged at 254 in a 
100,000 share block trade. 
At the American Stock Exchange, 
the market value index was up .16 at 
79.12. 
The Big Board's composite index 
was down .23 at 43.03.

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Accident Stops 
High-Speed Chase 


Deaths 


A high-speed chase involving a 
Circleville youth in a reported stolen 
car and Circleville Police PU. Ron 
Smith came to an abrupt conclusion 
early Thursday morning when the boy 
smashed the vehicle into the rear of a 
pickup truck at the intersection of 
Routes 23 and 665 in Franklin County. 
The juvenile, who was not hurt, was 
charged with ca r theft, reckless 
operation, fleeing a police officer, 
speeding 60 miles an hour in a 35 zone, 
and driving on a permit without a 
licensed driver. 
The chase began at 3:01 a.m. when 
PU. Smith, who had turned off E. Main 
St. onto N. Pickaway St., spotted a 1965 
Chevrolet weaving from side to side as 
it drove through the intersection of 
Pickaway and High Sts., headed north, 
according to the report. 
The officer caught up with the car in 
front of Berger Hospital and attem pted 
to stop it with his red light. 
However, according to PU. Smith, 
the vehicle picked up speed, turned 
onto Route 188 and then Atwater Ave., 
reaching speeds of 60 miles an hour. 
The chase continued down Morris 
Rd. and north on County Road 511 to 
Route 23 where speeds reached in 
excess of IOO miles an hour, Smith 
said, in a driving rain storm that 
impaired visibility. 
Both cars entered South Bloomfield 
and turned onto Route 316. Speeds 
slowed from about 80 miles an hour to 
50 in Ashville, but climbed back to near 


IOO as the chase continued north on 
C ircleville-Lockbourne Road, ac­ 
cording to the report. 
After leading PU. Smith into lA>ck- 
bourne, the youth headed back 
towards Route 23. 


Near the intersection. Smith said the 
car ran off the right side of the road 
down a 20 foot bank. After traveling 
about 30 feet, the car came up the other 
side of the bank onto Route 23, cut 
across the median strip, and swung 
back into the northbound lane with PU. 
Smith in pursuit. 
Again at speeds over IOO miles an 
hour according to Smith, the chase 
continued until the officer spotted a 
traffic build-up at the intersection of 
Route 665. 


The youth apparently saw two trucks 
blocking the highway and attem pted to 
brake the car. However, it skidded 
sideways and struck the rear of a pick­ 
up truck. 
After impact, the car spun around 
six or seven times, Smith said, and 
came to rest on the right side of the 
roadway. 


The accident investigation was 
handled by the Ohio State Highway 
Patrol. Other officers assisting were 
from the Pickaway County Sheriff’s 
Department, and Hamilton Twp. and 
Obetz police. 
The car involved was stolen from 
Clarence Robinson, 347 E. Ohio St., 
according to the report.

Zanesville Area Has Pair 
Of Ohio Historical Museums 


Two of The Ohio Historical Society’s 
newest Yesterday Getaways are 
located within a short drive of one 
another near Zanesville in Muskingum 
and Perry counties. 
The National Road, or as many know 
it, Route 40, was the first permanent 
land link from Ohio to the east. Its 
construction took almost 50 years, but 
for more than a century this famous 
road served countless millions of 
travelers 
in 
everything 
from 
Conestoga wagons to automobiles. 
Interstate 70 replaced the National 
Road in the 1960’s as the main east- 
west artery through Ohio. 
To present the dramatic and colorful 
history of the nation’s first great public 
works program for transportation, the 
National Road-Zane Grey Museum 
was opened in 1973 at the side of old 
Route 40, near the Norwich exit of 1-70, 
east of Zanesville. This contemporary 
center, constructed as 
a 
huge 
quadrangle around an open courtyard, 
depicts many facets of National Road 
and Ohio land transportation history. 
Historic vehicles — Conestoga 
wagons, carriages, early bicycles and 
antique autos — are show™ resting on 
roadbeds which illustrate how changes 
in transportation prompted 
im­ 
provements in the roads themselves, 
from gravel to macadam, 
brick, 
concrete and asphalt. 
Scenes, signs, and services once 
found on the National 
Road are 
presented by means of the life-size 
recreations of a pioneer camping site, 
a tavern common room, a blacksmith 
and wheelwright’s shop. 
Unifying the entire presentation is a 
display that will be the delight of any 
man, woman, boy or child 
who has 
assembled 
a 
model 
kit. 
It’s 
a 
miniature history of the construction 
of the National Road that advances the 
viewer from Cumberland, Maryland to 
Vandalia, Illinois; a scale modeler’s 
dream meandering around the walls of 
the museum for 136 feet. With model 
figures and vehicles, the buildings, 
structures and activities of this famous 
road are re-created in every detail. 
But this museum also brings to life 
the literary contributions of Zanesville 
native Zane Grey, “ The man who 
made the West famous.” 
Grey was born in Zanesville rn 1872 
and was the grandson of Ebenezer 
Zane, the man who founded the famous 
Zane’s Trace through the Ohio 
wilderness and on 
whose 
land 
Zanesville rose. 
Grey wrote more than 80 novels in 
his career which were published in 
numerous foreign languages. His 
works won him the epithet, “ Father of 
the Adult Western.” But no less 
popular were his historical novels, 
based in the Ohio Valley, and his 
hunting and fishing adventure stories. 
Just a few miles southwest of the 
National Road-Zane Grey Museum, 
on State Route 93 between Roseville 
and Crooksville, is the new Ohio 
Ceramic Center. 
The Ceramic Center, opened for the 
first time this July 20th. overlooks the 
heart of the once thriving pottery in­ 
dustry area from a tree-covered 
hilltop. 
The center is a unique arrangement 
of five separate buildings arranged 
around a courtyard. The inside wall on 
each of the colorful units can be pulled 
open to create a wide expanse of 
exhibit area. 
Three of the five buildings house 
fascinating collections of ceramic 
products that were either made by 
Ohio potters or made in Europe for use 
in the state in the early years. These 
articles of redware, stoneware, Anglo- 
American ware and even industrial 
ceramics, are displayed on pedestals 
of sewer tile, withing frames of clay 
conduit and at the bottom of water pipe 
connectors to show the wide range of

Dolls And Lindy 


GREENWICH. Conn — What have 
Charles A. Lindbergh and 10.000 dolls 
in common? 
Easy. 
They compose the rem arkable 
collection of Samuel F. 
Pryor, 
Yaleman, ex-boxer. ex-Manne. ex- 
vice president of Pan .American World 
Airways, and extraordinary friend and 
counselor to two renowned fellow 
septuagenarians, Gene Tunney and the 
reclusive hero the whole world once 
called “The Lone Eagle.” 
P ryor’s collection of dolls and 
Lindberghiana is contained in a 
restored bam that was around and 
healthy when George Washington was 
president and living in his unbugged 
executive mansion. There is nothing 
like it in the world. The dolls are from 
almost every country in the world. The 
Lndbergh Comer, like the Poets’ in 
Westminster Abbey, is small but 
select: letters, gifts (mostly dollsi. the 
flying suits he and his wife wore in the 
single-engined I/ickheed seaplane in 
which they flew “North to the Orient.” 
which was the first U.S.-Japanese air 
link. 
“There’s never been a culture 
without a doll." Pryor, who still looks 
like he could go ten rounds, told a 
group of us making the tour. “ Dolls are 
a marvelous common language, a kind 
of super-Esperanto. I ve shown some 
of these over most of the world and the 
reaction has always been the same— 
delight, and not only just among the 
children. The appreciation of a 
beautiful doll isn’t confined to any age 
group, or racial. Here’s a case filled 
with Jewish and Arab dolls, all hap­ 
py ” 
Pryor and his ineffably hospitable 
wife, Mary-Tay, maintain a special 
staff to do the dolls’ laundry, dust or 
wash their beautiful faces, and keep 
the springs in the animated ones from 
rusting. 
The National Geographic Society, 
Smithsonian Institution and several 
other organizations would be happy to 
take Pryor’s incredible collection off 
his hands. Price would hardly matter 
to any of the bidders. But Sam w ants to 
keep his treasure near him, and. of 
course, w ould not give up his I Lind­ 
bergh collection for any sum. He 
seems to know every doll by name, and 
certainly by nationality. Sam is as 
Republican as. say, his friend Senator 
Barry Gold water. But he’d like to show 
the collection one of these years in the 
Soviet Union. 
“Imagine what a joy it would be for 
those Russian children to see the 
native costumes of the kids of other 
countries?” he asked our 
group. 
“ Otherwise, they’ll never know.’’ 
There was instant agreement that it 
would do at least as much good as 
Kissinger’s diplomacy.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by letter I Coleman, M D 


Our six-year-old child was bom with 
a marked indentation in his chest. He 
is in good health and it doesn’t bother 
him. Still, we wonder if anything can 
be done about it. 
Mrs. L.I., Wash. 
Dear Mrs. I.: 
The front of the chest wall is called 
the sternum. Deformities of the shape 
of this bone are not unusual. 
Sometimes the chest bulges out with 
a prominence which is called a 
“pigeon breast.” The condition you 
describe is known as “pectus ex­ 
cavation,” or a deep funnel in the 
chest wall 
Only occasionally are the vital 
organs of the heart and the lungs 
displaced by the pressure of the funnel 
chest. WTien this occurs surgical repair 
is needed. 
Even in the absence of compression 
symptoms, many doctors consider 
surgery so that the child might be free 
of the embarrassment that may ac­ 
company it. 
Some children feel stigmatized and 
therefore may refuse to socialize or 
play games that may make their 
deformity more apparent. 
Operations for both pigeon breast 
and for funnel chest are extremely 


safe and the results are gratifying. 


I can’t believe it. One of our friends 
insists that there is a “cat cry” disease 
which is inherited. She always seems 
to come up with these wild ideas about 
medicine. Please set her straight.

Dear MissR.: 
Your friend does indeed have 
knowledge about a rare, but very 
definite disorder called the “cat-cry 
syndrome.” 
Because

chromosomal defect a newborn child 
cries with a high-pitched, kitten-like 
sound. The cry sounds exactly like a 
mewing kitten. 
There are a number of other birth 
characteristics associated with this 
genetic defect which, fortunately, is 
not a frequent aftermath of pregnancy.

U.S. Lifts 
Warplanes 
From Taiwan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States has quietly withdrawn half of its 
F4 Phantom jet warplanes stationed in 
Nationalist China at a time when 
mainland China has started basing 
missile-firing boats near the Taiwan 
Straits. 
Defense officials, acknowledging the 
pullout of a squadron of 18 Air Force 
F4s in late July, said there was no con­ 
nection between the two events. 
These officials said the withdrawal 
of the F4 squadron to the Philippines 
had been planned for some time. 
They noted that the Air Force still 
has a squadron of Phantoms on 
Taiwan and that the United States 
rem ains 
committed 
to 
defend 
Nationalist China from attack, even 
while seeking improved relations with 
the People’s Republic of China. 
The second F4 squadron is expected 
to be shifted in about a year, probably 
to Okinawa. 
The two squadrons of F4s were sent 
to Taiwan in late 1972 to help protect 
the island republic after Nationalist 
China agreed to lend about 40 U.S.- 
built F5 fighters to South Vietnam. 
About 20 F5s have now been returned 
to the Nationalist Air Force on Taiwan 
after being reconditioned, Pentagon 
officials said. 
The new F4 withdrawal reduces the 
U.S. military presence on Taiwan to 
about 4,000 men, less than half the 9,000 
w ho were there last September before 
the United States removed four 
squadrons of C130 transport planes 
that had been hauling supplies to South 
Vietnam. 
Most of the American military men 
left on Taiwan are engaged in ad­ 
visory, logistics and headquarters 
tasks, officials said.

Minshall 
added that he would vote for im­ 
peachment. 
The ranking Republican on the 
House Public Works Committee, 
William Harsha of Portsmouth, said 
that unless Nixon resigns, he too will 
vote for impeachment. 
“He’s tied the hands of everybody,” 
Harsha said. “We’ve taken the oath of 
office as well as the President. It would 
be much better for the country if he 
would resign.” 
“ I think these recent disclosures 
made it positive beyond a doubt that he 
(President Nixon) was in on the 
coverup from the beginning,” said 
Flushing Democratic Rep. Wayne L. 
Hays. 
He urged Nixon to resign to avoid 
possible Senate conviction and loss of 
his pension. 
One of Nixon’s staunchest sup­ 
porters during the House Judiciary 
Com m ittee's hearings, Republican 
Rep. Delbert I^atta of Bowling Green, 
told a national television broadcast 
Tuesday, “I’ve always felt that in 
order to impeach a President you had 
to have direct evidence and here the 
President was furnishing the direct 
evidence himself.” 
Asked if his vote has switched, I^atta 
said: “Well, we haven’t cast that vote 
but certainly you can’t defend that one 
particular charge. I think the only 
remaining question is whether or not 
that standing in and of itself would be 
an impeachable offense.” 
Another 
Judiciary 
Committee 
member, Rep. John F. Seiberling, a 
Dem ocrat from Akron, said the 
disclosure confirmed conclusions he 
had drawn last week.

Adam Reiss said the 
law is working. 
For one thing, Ohio has an exact 
speed 
law 
for

time. 
Previously, the state’s 70-mile-an-hour 
limit was what lawyers called a prima 
facie limit. 
That meant that, if you were doing 75 
or 80 and could prove in court that you 
wern’t driving too fast for conditions at 
the time, you legally wem’t speeding, 
attorneys said. 
“A lot of courts told us not to bring 
people in that were doing 7 to IO miles 
an hour above the limit unless we could 
prove it was unsafe,” Reiss said. 
The new law, which became ef­ 
fective March I, doesn’t give the 
m otorist 
any 
m argin. 
Legally 
speaking, 55 miles an hour means just 
that. 
“ But we don’t cite many for going 2 
or 3 miles over the limit,” said Reiss. 
“The width of the speedometer needle 
can account for that much.” 
“I think there is better compliance 
with the 55-mile limit than there was 
the 70. Most of the tickets given out 


now are to persons going under 70.” 
Speed, however, has edged upward 
since the energy crisis relaxed and 
gasoline is easier to obtain, especially 
on weekends, Reiss said. 
He estimated the average speed is 
up I mile an hour for cars and one-half 
mile for trucks. 
“But, most people notice the trucks 
more,” he said. 
Cars and trucks, under the new law, 
have the same speed limits. 
Reiss figures most of the violations 
are between 55 and 60. 
“If you go 55 a great many cars pass 
you," he said. “ If you go 60 you pass a 
lot of them.”

Guisinger digs coal for a living, one of 
the first women to go down the deep 
Ohio shafts, but it isn’t the heavy work 
that bugs her. 
“ Ifs just the rats and mice that 
blither 
m e,” 
said the 
21-year-old 
Glouster, Ohio, woman. 
Mrs. Guisinger and Sandy Wills, 29, 
of McArthur, work in Meigs Mine No. 2 
owned by the Southern Ohio Coal Co. 
For two months they have been 
working alongside men miners. 
“When I first went into the mine it 
wasn’t what I expected,” said Mrs. 
Guisinger, “ but I didn’t mind it once I 
got used to the dark.” 
It’s still better than the work she did 
previously as a sales clerk, waitress 
and factory worker, Mrs. Guisinger 
said. 
“Shoveling that wet coal is the 
hardest thing to do," she said. “ Hoof 
bolting isn’t easy, but at least it doesn’t 


break your back like shoveling does.” 
Hoof bolting is inserting pins in the 
mine ceiling after a seam is mined out. 
Many male miners resent women in 
the mine, Mrs. Guisinger said. 
“ Now the guys I’m working steadily 
with are getting use to me and they’ve 
been helping me out a lot, like showing 
me easier ways to do things,” she said. 
“ In the beginning they would tell me 
the hard way to do something instead 
of helping m e.” 
Mrs. Wills saw it differently. “ I feel 
that most of the men have been really 
nice to m e," she said. ‘‘They’ve helped 
me a lot.” 
Despite 
what 
she 
feels 
to 
be 
resentment, Mrs. Guisinger has stayed 
on the job. 
“The pay is too good,” she said. 
The women trainees are paid the 
same $5.28 an hour given men in the 
same position. 
Iandberg Arnold, the w om en’s 


foreman, said he hesitated to approve 
hiring women at first but now thinks 
the company made a good decision. 
“ For females, they’re doing good,” 
he said. 
Still, he doesn’t think women ever 
will equal men in numbers down in the 
mines. The company, he said, plans to 
hire two more women soon. 
“ It looks like we’re going to be stuck 
with them so we better make the most 
of it,” Arnold said.

A large portion of our tax dollars go 
to defense spending. Maintaining a 
strong system of defense preparedness 
is certainly an extremely vital m atter 
even in this time of detente, but with 
the serious economic problems we face 
today, it is also extremely important to 
make sure that the money is wisely 
spent. Recently, the Congress enacted 
legislation authorizing defense ex­ 
penditures for this fiscal year. Since it 
involves some $22.2 billion of the 
taxpayers’ money, I’d like to explain 
some of the details of this legislation. 
One of the most significant aspects 
of the bill is that in debating the 
proposal. Congress pared almost a 
billion dollars from the president’s 
original budget request. I hope this 
fiscal scrutiny and reduced spending 
efforts are contagious when other 
sections of the budget are considered 
in the future. We certainly could use 
more of both in all government areas. 
The largest chunk of the money will 
go to 
m ilitary 
procrement, 
$13.2 
billion. That involves the purchase of 
weapons and equipment for the three 
branches of our armed services. A 
little over three billion of that amount 
will be spent on ship construction and 
modernization. In an earlier report. I 
described the need for improving our 
naval forces because of reports that 
the Russians were fast closing the gap 
between our two navies and could well 
surpass us in a few short years. On that 
basis, these authorizations do not 
appear to be out of line or unjustified. 
Another provision prescribes that all 
combat vessels in the future will be 
nuclear powered unless the president 
determines it is not in the national 
interest. This is a subject which has 
been studied for decades. Considering 
the growing energy shortage and our 
need to rely on other fuel sources, this 
appears to be an idea whose tim e has 
come. 
Most of the remaining money in the 
authorization bill would be spent in the 
research and development of new 
weapons and military 
machinery. 
Often in the past, this category of 
spending has been a watering hole for 
contractors who have fattened their 
governm ent 
co n tracts 
thru 
un­ 
necessary cost overruns, delays and 
other money wasting excuses. One of 
the most controversial projects in the 
research and development program, 
the B-l bomber, however, received the 
go ahead for further expenditures but 
not without a few strings attached. 
Money for the fourth bomber to be 
built is contingent on the successful 
first flight of the prototype of the 
aircraft. For once, the government is 
going to test something out to see if it 
really works before it pumps billions of 
dollars into the project. That is another 
idea 
I 
hope 
is 
contagious 
in 
Congressional appropriations. 
This bill also places a $1 billion 
ceiling on assistance to South Viet­ 
namese forces in Fiscal 1975. This is 
over a half a billion dollars less than 
originally 
requested 
by 
the 
Administration. I think that sum is 
more than enough, if we are to prevent 
ourselves from getting trapped again 
into the Southeast Asian confict. 
In response to the recent con­ 
troversy over Department of Defense 
animal research, this bill also sets 
more 
hum ane 
guidelines. 
It 
specifically prohibits any research on 
dogs for the purpose of developing 
biological or chemical weapons, but it 
does allow for the continuation of 
research on dogs for the purpose of 
saving lives. 
Cutbacks ordered for civilians 
employed by the m ilitary are ac­ 
companied 
by 
reductions of 
non- 


com battant m ilitary personnel in 
Europe within two years. Six thousand 
w ill be home by June of next year and 
the remaining 12,000 by the following 
June. I think it’s time the European 
NATO countries carry a larger and 
more equitable share of the burden of 
their own defense. 
The burden of our own defense is 
costly enough these days for we are 
also fighting the most deadly menace 
of 
inflation. 
Our 
biggest 
weapon 
against it right now is lowered federal 
spending. Congress would do well to 
pare wasteful spending from other 
bills besides defense before we are 
shorn of our economic viability.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mining 
operations are expected to resume at 
18 southeastern Ohio Coal mines 
before Aug. 
12, according to an 
agreement 
reportedly 
reached 
Wednesday by United Mine Workers 
and the North American Coal Co. 
The agreement reached at UMW 
headquarters in Washington would end 
a wildcat strike that has idled 4,600 
miners. 
The company said the agreement 
provides 
that 
North 
American 
foreman Denzil Carpenter be removed 
from supervisory duties until the Ohio 
Division of Mines rules on his cer­ 
tification. 
Miners walked off their jobs last 
Thursday contending that Carpenter 
had been acting as a supervisor in 
violation of a federal court order. 
The order was the result of a 
grievance filed by the UMW last year 
accusing

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The up­ 
tight season is here for key aids to 
public officials seeking re-election. 
Robert Tenenbauni, press secretary 
to Gov. John J. Gilligan, is a case in 
point. His nerves are beginning to be 
frayed. 
It’s never an easy job being press 
secretary to a governor in a state as 
large as Ohio. It becomes doubly hard 
during a political campaign. One job 


quietly becomes two. 
The usually calm Tenenbaum has 
become ruffled recently by needling 
questions from reporters, especially 
with those touching on the governor’s 
flip-flop on whether the state of Ohio 
had a budget surplus. 
“ We were wrong,” says Tenenbaum 
crisply.

Why not help your pre-schoolers 
gear up for autumn by introducing 
them to “ Charlie Brown’s Dic­ 
tionary?”

Making 
foam, devising secret writing and 
constructing a battery from a lemon 
are some of the projects included.

children should read “ Exploring the 
Planets” by Roy Gallant.

“ It seems strange,” wrote Gosney to 
one legislator, “that both parties are 
represented at the county level by two 
members of each party, but the state 
election setup is run by one man from 
one political party.”

Other newsmen in the group said the 
procession came under mortar and 
small arms fire from Turkish troops 
occupy ing I^apithos, near the Cyprus 
port of Kyrenia. 
Associated Press correspondent 
Peter Arnett, who was in the area but 
was not involved in the incident, said 
he saw one of the cars at the nearby 
town of Vassilia, where the wounded 
newsmen were driven. He said six 
bullet holes were in the hood, and the 
windshield was smashed. There was 
blood on the front seat. 
The cars flew British, American and 
white flags. 
The wounded newsmen are Paul 
Roque, a French photographer of The 
Associated Press; Chris Morris, a 
British correspondent of the BBC; I>ef- 
kos Christodoulides, an American of 
Greek descent on assignment for The 
New York Times; and Simon Dring, 
another Briton with the BBC. 
The first three were evacuated 
through Greek lines to Vassilia, then 
rushed by Greek Cypriot national 
guardsmen to a hospital in Nicosia, the 
Cy prus capital 30 miles from I^apithos. 
Surgeons said they were out of danger 
after bullets and shrapnel were 
removed from their bodies. 
Dring was evacuated through 
Turkish lines to a military hospital at

Although he was not an International 
Farm Youth Exchange Student, Nacke 
was referred to the Everett Family 
through the IF Y E program. 
He lives on a large wine farm in the 
Rhine Valley in Germany with his 
parents and two sisters, Karoline, 15, 
and Anne Gesa, 12. The farm is about 
52 hectares in size. In addition to the 
vineyards, they raise small grains 
including wheat, barley, rye oats, pigs 
that will be butchered for the family 
larder, rabbits, chickens and horses 
for pleasure. 
The Nacke family < Bernd’s 90-year- 
old grandfather, his father and uncle) 
makes its own wine, about 80,000 
bottles annually, from the harvest of 
the vineyards. All of the wine is for 
domestic consumption in Germany. 
About every six weeks wine buyers 
come to the Nacke cellars. The buyers 
taste the wines themselves and are 
given a clean glass for each wine. 
After the harvest of the grapes a 
festival is held in the small village 
where the Nackes live. All those who 
helped with the harvest come to eat 
and drink and sing and dance Bernd 
reports. 
The harvest is important to the 
conununity and schools are dismissed 
so that students can help in the 
vineyards. All the grapes are har­ 
vested by hand. 
I .ast summer Bernd spent in France. 
In addition to his native tongue, he 
speaks both French and 
English 
fluently. On his trip to the United 
States he was particularly interested 
in soybeans. 
Germany, he says, imports most of 
its soy beans but the farmers there are 
interested in growing their own to 
supply the country ’s needs. 
When he graduates from school, he 
will attend a special school for wines. 
His school was dismissed on June 26 
for the sununer and classes resume 
Aug. IO. 
The early school opening was the 
reason for his not staying long w ith the 
Everetts. He has a cousin rn Columbus 
and one in Miami, where he was going 


for a short visit there before returning 
home. 
Bernd was amazed at the degree of 
mechanization on the American farm. 
"They have an engine for everything,” 
he says. "And they do everything by 
car." In Germany, he explains, the 
people do not have as many cars and 
public transportation such as buses 
and trains is used by many more 
people than here. 
Another way of American life that 
surprised him was the wide use of 
"convenience foods." In Germany, 
practically every meal is prepared 
"from scratch.” 
During his stay with the Everett 
Fam ily, Nacke helped with the 
haymaking and many other farm 
chores.
